1 . One of the periods should be removed from the end of claim 8. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by UK 
2,234,697. Figure 1 shows three pipe guiding grooves/apertures 32, 31, 30, which are concentric 
about the center of wall 28, such that pipes of different diameter may be chamfered. As seen in 
figure 4, the right side of wall 14 will serve as a stop, and the v-shaped blades 21a, b, extend 
rightward in front of the stop wall by a predetermined distance. Blade 20 is rectangular in shape. 
Note pipe guiding surfaces 28, 24, 22. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 8, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wartluft et al (5,853,272). Figures 3 and 4 show apertures 44, 62, which are concentric and 
designed to accept pipes of two different diameters. As seen in aperture 62 of figure 4, the v- 
shaped blade 52, 54, is spaced slightly from the bottom of cavity 62, the bottom serving as a stop 
surface. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Singer (4,274,770). Body 15 has concentric apertures 37, 38, each having a chamfering blade 
and an offset stop surface 35, 34. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Beauloye (3,661,472). 
Body 10 has an aperture 14, blade 44, and offset stop surface 22. Seethe phantom line in figure 
3 for the offset. 
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7. Claims 1, 2, 7-10, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goldner (4,586,408). Body 13a, b, has three annular apertures 22, 31, 32, of different diameters 
to receive different pipes. Each aperture has a blade, such as at 14, which sticks above the 
bottom/stop surface of the annular groove in order to chamfer the pipe. At the least, the annular 
body portion extending between grooves 3 1, 32, is a pipe guide. 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over UK *697. It is 
considered to have been obvious to have made the blade 20 as a square, as a square is also a 
rectangle, and the shape of the blade having the v-notch does not affect the operation of the 

device. 

10. Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
